On heavy clay soils, use 0-20-10 
analysis fertilizer, Longnecker 
suggests.

Making a. good concrete that 
will give topnotch performance 
is more than..just mixing sand, 


gravel,. water_and cement. -to- 
gether, reminds Ed Rebman, 
Charlevoix county agricultural 
agent. 


T. J. Brevik, an agricultural 
engineer at Michigan State col- 
lege, says the ratio between the 
amount of mixing water and the 
quantity of cement determines 
the strength of the concrete. The 
water-cement ratio, he asserts, 
also has a lot to db with the wear~ 
ing qualities and the concrete’s 
water-tightness. 

The smaller the amount of 
water used for each sack of ce- 
ment, the stronger the concrete 
will be, advises Brevik. After you 
determine the water-cefment ra- 

{ tio, he suggests, these should be 
measured carefully fer each batch. 
The aggregates are added until 
‘the mix is as stiff as you can 
handle conveniently. The more 


land still have a workable mix, 
Brevik says, the more economical 
the concrete will be. 

Here are the number of gal- 
ions of water per sack of cement 
he recommends for various struc- 
tures: fence posts, five; thin shell- 
ed stock tank, five; floor topping 
where a smoth hard surface is 
wanted, five; sidewalk, floors, 
water-tight concrete walls, sep- 
tic tanks and driveways, Six; 
- :fontings any 
concrete in thick ‘sections, seven 
gallons of water. 

Other pointers from Brevik: 
Don’t use old lumpy cement; be 
sure your sand and gravel are 
clean ... the best ratio is 60 
-per-cent cent 
sand; allow at least one minute 
mixing time after all the material 
is in the mixer; don’t over-finish 
concrete... working it too much 
makes the particles separate; keep 
concrete damp for five to seven 
days after pouring so it will cure 
a o_.maximum strength.
